‘This situation 
persists in the face of the fact that 
Canada is the leading wheat export- 
ing country in the world and even 
although the western crop is short 
this year, the Dominion will still have 
to export possibly two hundred mil- 
lion bushels of wheat. 

The present wheat crop in Western 
Canada has been estimated at from 
250,000,000 bushels to 272,000,000 
bushels—about half the crop threshed 
in the prairie provinces last year. In 
the fact of this comparatively light 
crop terminal storage is being over- 
extended while the surplus wheat is 
backing up into the country. Railway 
companies are rationing cars for 
wheat and Inke grain carriers are 
taking on winter storage. 

This situation has been laid at the 
doors of the Canadian Wheat Pool, 
and the Wheat Pool has accepted the 
responsibility. 

In a statemant recently published, 
Ik. B. Ramsay, late general manager 
of the Wheat Pool’s central selling 
ngenecy, points out that if the Cana- 
dian crop was sold “at present price 
levels, having due regard to the grade 
of the crop, this only promises a 
gross farm income of $298,000,000, or 
an approximate reduction in the buy- 
ing power of the west of $170,000,000, 
The value of last year’s crop,” Mr. 
Pamsay calculates, ‘of which 466,- 
000,000 bushels were inspected, was 
very close to $470,000,000." Present

It is now up to the Councjl or pro- 
bably we should say the incoming 
Council to find ways and means to 
make improvements a8 fast as possible 
in the Fire equipment. They must not 
overlook the fact that a majority of 
the ratepayers have expressed them- 
selves, favoring better fire fighting 
applicances.

Had it not been for that great 
seventh-inning rally in the fourth 


game of the World Series by Phila- 
delphia, pitching would be about the 
only record-breaking factor in the 
October classic recently closed. But 
in that one great inning, the Ath- 
letics managed to put hitting forcibly 
into the records of the series, al- 
though as a whole, no one will gain- 
say that pitching instead of hitting, 
strikeouts instead of home runs, and 
brilliant relief box work instead of 
pinch hitting are the chief discussions 
of the moment. 

There is no doubt either but that 
the greatest individual performance in 
the series was the pitching of Howard 
J. Ehmke in the opening game, when 
he struck out 13 men to set up a new 


In that same game, Catcher 
Cochrane set a new record behind the 
bat for putouts in one game—14, and 
the most chances accepted in a game 
—15. J. Ira Thomas, former Athletic, 
in the series of 1914, held the previ- 
ous record of 12 putouts in a game 
and with two others was tied for the 
most chances accepted at 14. Another 
record that Cochrane established was 
the most chances accepted in one se- 
ries—that of 61, bettering the old 
record of 56 made by Harold Ruel of 
the Washington Senators in 1924, 
Rally Produces Records 
The great exception where the of- 
fensive took the lead over the defen- 
sive side, and where almost all records 
on the offense were made, was the 
result of a rally such as has never 
before been witnessed in a World Se- 
ries between National and American 
League clubs. Ten runs in one in- 
ning bettered the old mark of the New 
York Giants when they made eight in 
the seventh inning of a game in the 
1921 series against the Yankees, and 
Philadelphia’s 10 hits in that inning 
also bettered the eight hit mark of 
the Giants in their spectacular rally of 
1921. In the same inning of the 1929 
classic’s fourth game, Dykes, Simmons 
and Foxx hit safely twice, the only 
player in a World Series to do it be- 
fore being Ross Young of the Giants 
in that 1921 inning. The two clubs 
between them made 18 runs in the 
fourth game, tying the record of the 
Giants and Yankees in 1921, when the 
Giants came out on top in one of 
the games, 13 to 5. The Athletics de- 
feated the Cubs, 10 to 8, 
Several] players had been up at bat 
twice in an inning, but none more 
than that, so Dykes, Simmons, Foxx, 
Miller, Boley and pinch hitter Burns 
equaled that mark in the seventh in- 
ning of the fourth game. Simmons 
and Foxx scored two runs in that 
inning, tying the record 
Frisch in 1921. Simmons batted in 
four runs to tie the record for a game 
held by several players. The Cubs as 
a team had the highest batting aver- 
age of a club losing a series: .235. 
The two home runs made by Simmons 
and Haas in the fourth game in the 
seventh inning tied the record held by 
several other clubs. The 15 men at 
bat for the Athletics in that inning 
also bettered a record. And the six 
men batting twice in one inning was 
also a new mark. Also George H. 
Burns was the first pinch hitter in a 
World Series to go to bat twice in one 
inning, his only appearance in the en- 
tier series, 
Mack in Class by Himself 
The genera] record of the series that 
the most fans are talking about is 
Connie Mack’s entrance into a select 
class of managers never entered by 
another—that of winning four world 
championships. He had with him in 
the series, however, an umpire who 
was engaging in his fourteenth classic 
—William J, Klem—another general 
record, 
Although Nehf got into the series 
for only a brief stay in one inning, 
he was there long enough to give a 
base on balls, bringing his total for 
all series to 32, a new high record 
for a single pitcher. Wilson's batting

CHURCHILL TO HAVE HUGE 
ELEVATOR 
— 

WINNIPEG, Man.—Fort Churchill, 
the terminus of the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way, is to have a grain elevator of 
2,000,000 bushel capacity. The ele- 
vator, it is expected, will be available 
for the fall business of 1931, work to 
be started next year, 

Unexpectedly good progress is be- 
ing made on the completion of the 


railway line and the development 
work proceeding on the Churchill 
harbor, It has not been considered 


wise to start passenger service on the 
line this fall. Formal opening will 
take place next spring. 

The Hudson Bay Railway, running 
from Winnipeg by way of The Pas, 
Man., to Hudson Bay, is expected to 
greatly stimulate development of 
Western Canada, as it opens up rich 
agricultural and mineral areas in the 
north. The most immediate advan- 
tage, it is expected, will be a curtail- 
ment in freight rates on wheat and 
other grains moving to the European 
markets from the west. These will 
now move largely via the Shorter 
Bay route instead of by way of the 
eastern ports.

“RED MICHAEL” RECALLED 


| 


An incident touching Canadian pub- 
lic life is related by the editor of the 
Ottawa Citizen in the course of an 


interesting article on British politics. 
Some thirty years ago the Liberals 
of Neweastle-on-Tyne had difficulty 
in deciding upon the selection of a 
candidate as running mate with John 
Morley, one of the notable figures in 
British public life, J. L. Garvin, 
editor of the London Weekly, the Ob- 
server, Was at that time in editorial 
charge of the Neweastle Chronicle, 
and his story of the proceedings re- 
calls the early political activities of 
two men who later in life became 
prominent in widely different scenes 
Dr. Michael Clark, after- 
ward one of the brilliant members of 
the Canadian House of Commons, and 
\rthur Henderson, subsequently first 
leader of the Labor Party in the 
House of Commons, and Foreign 
Secretary in the present Government. 

At that time Arthur Henderson, a 
young ironfounder of admitted abil- 
ity, but no financial resources, was 
among the contenders for the distine- 
tion of being Mr, Morley’s associate 
in the campaign, But there was a 
wealthy shipowner in the way, who 
finally secured the nomination. While 
this matter was under discussion Dr, 
Michael Clark came into the picture, 
and the story related in the Citizen 
is worth repeating. It will interest 
especially who knew the later 
work in the Canadian Parliament that 
made “Red Michael” Clark, the elo- 
quent member for Red Deer, Alta., 
au outstanding figure in the public 
life of this country: 

“While the pros and cons were be- 
ing discussed, the relative merits of 
Henderson's ability to present the 
views of organized Labor, and of the 
shipowner's capacity to contribute to 
the campaign fund, one of the dele- 
gates at the meeting—a comparative- 
ly unknown medical doctor from one 
of the suburbs, Michael Clark—arose 
to appeal to the committee to con- 
sider the question from the point of

ests were uneasy, the railways saw 
their receipts dropping to an alarming 
extent. It was an ideal situation for 
a great “bear” market which would 
see Canadian wheat on the block to 
ease the screeching wheels of Can- 


ada’s economic life. Yet nothing hap- 
pened! 

The Canadian Bank of Commerce 
publicly expresses the opinion that the 
Wheat Pool is taking a sound stand in 
its present policy. In its monthly com- 
mercial letter the bank says it is as 
much the privilege of the farmers and 
their marketing organizations to re- 
fuse to sell on a declining market as 
it is of the other business interests 
who bargain for the best possible re- 
turns. The bank’s statistician is in 
accord with the Wheat Pool in pre- 
dicting much reduced world supplies 
and states that only a remarkable re- 
covery can provide normal supplies 
from the Southern Hemisphere, 

The prosperity of Canada is depen- 
dent on the prosperity of Western 


Canadian farms to a far greater ex- 
tent than the casual observer can dis- 
cern. The position of the farmers on 
the prairies this year is not altogether 
an enviable one. You read lots of 
newspaper stories of individual large 
yields, but what about the small 
yields? The estimated average wheat 
yield for Alberta this year is from 10 
to 12 bushels an acre, so for every 80 
bushels an acre yield there must be 
many a crop standing far less than 
10 bushels to the acre. With an aver- 
age yield of 10 or 12 bushels an acre 
a fair price is a necessity if actual 
want is to be avoided. 

No one should delude himself that 
Western Canadian farmers are rolling 
in wealth. Figures recently compiled 
show that in a survey conducted on 
12,000 representative United States 
farms the average profit was $1,834 
in the twelve months of 1928. The 
average investment in land was $15,- 
416. Deducting six per cent interest 
on the investment shows the farmer a 
net profit of $434 for a year of labor. 
I do not know if a similar survey has 
ever been made for Canada, but it is 
safe to predict that returns would not 
average much higher. The wheat pro- 
ducer of the Canadian prairies is not 

a “profiteer” and in fact ranks among
